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polyurethane track. It's safe to say 
that when the 83rd Penn Relays are 
run April 27-30 more records will be 
set, but not in every event. 


Until l^st year, the University of 


Pennsylvania track, like most others 
in this country, was 440 yards long. 
The installation of the new metric- 
sized track is an indication that track 
and field is (along with swimming) the 
sport that has been affected most by 
America's commitment to change to 
the metric' system. One reason why 
track and field probably will be the 
first American sport to convert 
completely to metrics is that the In- 
ternational Track and Field Federa- 
tion does not recognize world records 
other than those run in metric dis- 
tances. The only exception is the mile 
run. In addition, athletes qualifying 
for the Olympics have been required to 
run in metric distances since June 
1975. 


Track and field is among the easiest 


sports to convert to metrics. Most 
tracks can be converted from the 
standard 440 yards up 4pO meters 
simply by moving the finish lines. The 
only change involved in field events is 
to measure the distances in meters 
instead of feet and inches. Observers 
say that the main difficulty in con- 
verting to metrics will involve specta- 
tor awareness. Many track buffs know 
that the world record long jump of 29 
feet % inches was set by America's 
Bob Beamon in Mexico City at the 1968 
Olympics. But few are aware of the 
officially recorded metric equivalent, 
8.90 meters. 


The two major governing bodies of 


amateur track and field in the United 
States, the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association and the Amateur Athletic 
Union, are now in the process of .con- 
verting to metrics. And many high 
schools are using both meters and feet 
and inches to help spectators become 
familiar with the new system. It is 
hoped that American track followers 
and participants will soon begin 
"thinking metric." When that occurs, 
track and field fans will know how 
many Americans can high jump over 
2.13 meters (7 feet) and throw the shot 
put over 18.3 meters (60 feet).

Life in a plutonium environ- 


ment would be dangerous, and 
— because of the security 
measures necessary—probably 
a lot less free than we would 
like.

'atomic bomb that could easily 
be assembled — and, with a lot 
of plutonium around, the odds 
are that one or more would be 
assembled. 


The plutonium generated by 


fast-breeder reactors would also 
present a large and so far un- 
solved storage problem.

Carter decision not to proceed 
with the- plutonium-producing 
last-breeder nuclear reactor is 
creating some heavy weather 
internationally.

The traditional fission nuclear 


generator,

Energy-poor 
Europe, in contrast, has little 
uranium.

again Europe has liitle. 


It is not surprising, therefore, 


that Europe is much more hos- 
pitable to the fast-breeder reac- - 
tor than most knowledgeable 
people on this side of the Atlan- 
tic.

Generation of energy through 


nuclear technology, hoW'ever, is 
only in its Wright brothers 
stage, and almost certainly the 
future lies with fusion rather 
than fission. 


Fusion is the process that 


takes places in the explosion of 
a hydrogen bomb. Instead of 
splitting a uranium atom', as in 
fission, a hydrogen-atom fuses 
to form helium. This is the 
reaction that takes place on the 
sun itself. 


The hydrogen used for fusion 


can be obtained frpm sea water,

Ex- 
perts believe, however, that if a 
much greater investment were 
made a fusion generator could 
be a reality by the year 1990: In 
a fusion reaction, one gallon of 
sea water yields the energy of 
many tons of coal. 


In nuclear energy, as in other 


areas of advanced technology, 
advances require the support of 
a vigorous nuclear power in- 
dustry.

ing," he said, "and helps-teach 
you how to,handle yourself in 
front of people.

Joe began taking organ les- 


sons at the age of six, and later 
studied both guitar and drums. 
Of his experiences drumming in 
a school ban'd, he said, "I enjoy 
being part of a group, but I 
prefer the opportunity to solo on 
the organ.

• \Vhen direct contact is made 
with a person who is infected 
with syphilis the germ can jin- 
fect anyone. There is no sex. no 
age, no social or economic level 
and no race that can be con- 
sidered immune to syphilis. 
: Despite all educational cam- 


paigns, syphilis still remains 
•one of the, great plagues of 
mankind. Present-day sexual 
promiscuity is responsible for 
the fact that syphilis now exists 
in epidemic and. pandemic 
(everywhere) proportions. 


Unfortunately, many irres- 


ponsible people fail to bring a 
venereal infection to the atten- 
tion of their doctor. Young 
people, especially, are fearful of 
parentaljeactions, and hide this 
serious problem. 


Even more unfortunate is the 


fact,that the initial sore, or 
"chancre,' of the genitals and 
the mouth, may disappear after 
a few days, even without treat- 
ment. The consequent result is 
that many of those who have 
been exposed to syphilis and 
might have been cured by early 
treatment forget about it, only 
to come to a later realization 
that the disease did NOT disap- 
pear. 


Secondary complications of 


syphilis are serious and can 
be very destructive.

questions about the safety of 
local area consumer's home 
processed products, 
reports

Mrs. Btjckman says: 
If 
your 
products 
were 


properly processed to begin 
with, last year and if lids are still 
tightly sealed, you probably 
have no problems. Proper 
processing means using a pres- 
sure canner to process all meat^ 
fish and vegetables and at the 
times and temperatures recom- 
mended by the USDA, Ball, 
.Kerr and other reliable, sources. 
All fruits, tomatoes and pickles, 
must be processed in a boiling 
water bath canner. 


The pressure canner must be 


in perfect working order and 
canning recommendations must 
be followed exactly to avoid any 
risk of botulism. As you know, 
botulism is the most deadly of 
all food poisonings and is very 
often fatal. Fortunately, in the 
recent cases, the illnesses 
developed 
were 
diagnosed 


quickly enough to prevent most 
fatalities, but that usually is not 
the case. 
. One reason.botulism is dif- 
ficult to diagnose is because 
clostridium botulism and the 
toxin it produces can be present 
in food that shows no sign of 
spoilage. You can't see it, taste 


K. smell it or see visible signs of 
changes in quality or ap- 
pearance, generally. On a few 
occasions there may be some 
foul odors resulting 
from 


putrefaction (especially inuxs 
and legumes) and there may be 
excessive gas production that 
causes lids to bulge. But mostly, 
you may never know it's there. 


How do you take precautions 


with your already processed 
products? Boil them! Boil all 
home canned (as well as com- 
mercially canned) vegetables 
tor at least 10 minutes before 
tasting. Spinach, com and 
meats need to be boiled JO 
minutes before tasting. Boiling 
destroys botulism toxins. Even 
if you feel absolutely sure of 
your own pressure canner, 
gauge 
and 
preservation 


methods, it's smart to boil first. 


Many consumers have been 


• asking if they need to boil vege- 


tables they intend to use in cold 
salads, such as a three-bean 
salad, etc., and the answer is 
Yes. Boil the products first for 
10- or more minutes, then cool, 
chill and when cold, then com- 
bine with the other ingredients. 


As you plan and start planting 


your gardens now, plan too, to 
buy a pressure canner if you 
want to home preserve (unless 
you freeze all vegetables). Start 
now to check -the pressure 


canner you already have, to 
make sure 'it's in proper 
working order also. Check the 
rubber gasket for leaks and 
cracks and replace if needed. 
Make sure the petcock and 
safety valve, openings 
are 


thoroughly cleaned, by drawing 
a string or narrow strip of cloth 
through them. Check the pres- 
sure gauge. A weighted gauge1 
needs to be thoroughly clean. 


Best way to check a weigh- 


tejmdial gauge for accuracy- is 
to do a "trial run" with the 
pressure canner, with no jars in 
the canner. Get out your ins- 
truction book, read it again 
thoroughly and completely and 
then follow all procedures 
recommend by the manufac: 
turer. 
' 
. 


Go 
through 
the 
entire 


procedure without any jars of 
food in the canner and check to 
see if dials and gauges hold 
proper pressure for the length 
of time desired. Replace any 
and all parts needed. 


To avoid delays, do it now, 


rather than waiting until yon 
have to use it, so your equip- 
ment will be ready when needed 
and al! needed parts can be 
secured in time. If your pres^ 
sure canner must be sent* back 
to the factory for some reason, 
do it early so you can get it back 
in plenty of time.

House of Representatives is 
channeling an extra $44.8 
million into civil defense in an 
effort one lawmaker says could 
cut U.S. casualties to 28 million 
in a nuclear war.

weapons bill for fiscal 1978, Ibe 
House boosted the .civil defense 
budget by 36 per cent to J1M.8 
million. The Pentagon bad 
requested only $90 million: 


The action Monday came after 


Hep. Ronald V. Dcllums, D- 
Calif., attacked any spending • 


for civil defense as "a waste. - 
ludicrous, insane. It makes me 
fed I'm sitting on the floor of 
the House in a dream. It's the 
height of insanity." 


But backers of the move cited 


a need for American prepared- 
ness, particularly after the 
recent Soviet rejection of a U.S. 
strategic amis proposal. 


Rep. G. William Whitchurst, 


K-Va.. said'it would be "des- 
tabilizing for us to do nothing in 
response to the growing. Soviet 
(civil defense) program." He 
argued 
that 
civil 
defense 


shelters could reduce American 
faftlities in a nuclear war 
"(town to 31 million." 
, "It's criminal to say there's 
no hope" of saving lives in a 
nuclear war, Whitehurst added. 


The procurement bill, which 


is tW.8 million more than 
President Carter requested, 
pissed M7 to «. Separate bills 
are expected to bring the 1978 
defense budget up to a record 
f IZd million. 


The Senate has not yet acted 


on the bill. If Congress actually 
ends up spending the money — 


after authorization, separate 
voles are needed to appropriate 
I!R- funds — it would be the most 
spent on civil defense since fis- 
cal 1962. when £07.6 million 
was appropriated. 


The House also rejected, 901 


to 88, a Dellums' amendment to 
cut U.S. troops overseas by 
17.000. Although it did not 
specify where, Dellums and 
others said the troops could be 
withdrawn from South Korea.

Carter 
warned 


against underestimating the 
divisions in the Middle East. 
But after the first round of 
talks. Hussein said at a White 
House working dinner: 


"Despite a feeling that 1 have 


had. which has caused me to be 
cautious with regard to the pos- 
sibilities 
of 
real, .genuine 


progress towards a solution in 
the Middle East. I have as a 
result of meeting with you ... 
felt more encouraged and more 
hopeful than I have for a very 
long time." 


For his part. Carter told the 


king that "1977 can be.a propi- 
tious year for greater strides 
tow 3d permanent peace in the 
Middle East." 


However, the1 President said 


"we recognize the difficulty of 


resolving the historic-animosi- 
ties" there. He warned that if 
progress is not made this year 
"it may be a long time in the 
future before we can mount 
such an effort again." 


Hussein pledged to dedicate 


himself "in what remains of life 
to achieve a just and lasting 
peace." Carter lauded him as 
courageous and unselfish and 
declared, "He's our friend." 


During their opening talks. 


Carter and Hussein discussed 
possible nays of admitting the 
Palestinians to Arab-Israeli 
negotiations. 


White House Press Secretary 


Jody Powell said the United 
States opposes any1 immediate 
rule for the PLO so long as it 
does not recognize Israel's 
"right to exist in peace." 


However. Powell said possible 


approaches 
to 
Palestinian 


representation could include 
some, form of confederation or 
other link with Jordan, placing 
Palestinians in a Jordanian 
delegation, or having a single, 
comprehensive Arab delegation 
at peace talks. 


A White House press notice 


said the two leaders also talked 
about territorial boundaries and 
the nature of the peace they, 
would like to achieve. The notice 
said ' Carter believes Jordan 
"has a'positive'rote to play" in 
any Middle East settlement.

The Wisconsin study was con- 


ducted by a team headed by Dr. 
Irving^Selikoff o£ the Mount 
Sinai School of Medicine's En- 
vironmentai Sciences Labora- 
tory. Late last year, SelikofFs 
team studied 1,029 Michigan 
residents who were exposed to 
PBB 
' 
(polybrominated 


biphenyl), which was acciden- 
tally mixed with Michigan 
livestock feed in 1973. 


In January, Selikoff said he 


was convinced that PBB con- 
tamination causes ill health in 
some people. PBB is suspected 
of causing ailments ranging 
from nervous system disorders 
to'muscle and skeletal changes 
and gastro-intestinal problems. 


But critics of Selikoffs study 


said it failed to include a 
PBBfree "control" group to 
compare with the PBB-affected 
farmers, and thus could not pin 
the ailments to the fire retar- 
dant. 


Selikoff said he studied 250 


dairy farmers and their family 
members in the area of Marsh- 
field, Wis., in March. The aim 
of the study was to determine 
whether all dairy farmers 
showed similar ailments, or 
whether the health problems 
were unique to Michigan. 


"In . Michigan 
we 
had 


examined dairy farmers but 
had no way of knowing if what 
we observed was true in general 
about dairy farmers, or, if 
Michigan might be different," 
Selikoff said. 


He said analysis of the results 


is still underway, and declined 
to discuss them. 


But Reizen said he had 


received preliminary findings 
on tests of some 50 farmers in a 
conversation 
with 
Selikoff, 


although he had "no paper on 
this" or any statistical ipfor- 


• matkin. 


Selikoff, he said, reported that 


Wisconsin farmers in general 
had a better ability to combat 
infections than their Michigan 
counterparts, and had fewer 
adverse health symptoms than 
reported in Michigan.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - An 


electrical engineer has designed 
a more efficient electric motor 
which he says could save one to , 
two million barrels of oil per 
day if it is put inlu wide use. 


Cravens Wanlass told a news 


conference Monday that his 
"controlled torque" motor uses 
up to one-third less power than 
most electric motors. State of- 
ficials termed the motor a 
"major 
billion-dollar 


breakthrough fur energy con- 
servation." 


The Santa Ana, Calif., en- 


gineer 
said 
the 
motor, 


developed 
in 
his 
home 


workshop, uses more efficient 
windings and larger capacitors 
— energy storing devices — 
than conventional motors. The 
larger capacitors allow more 


energy to be stored within the 
motor for use as needed. 


"It's not an obvious design... 


it looks like a dumb thing to 
do." Wanlass said. 


Glenn Bjorklund, a spokes- 


man for Southern California 
Edison Co.. which tested the 
device, said. "No one ever 
thought about doing it the way 
he did." 


Wanlass said the new motor 


could be used in air condi- 
tioners, swimming pool filter 
motors, washing machines and 
other appliances as well as in- 
dustrial machinery. 


He said it would cost about $40 


to 
modify 
a 
current 
one 


horsepower electric motor to hi? 
design. But he added that mo- 
tors in some appliances, such as 
refrigerators, would be more 
' difficult to convert because of 


their casings. 


Several hundred of the motors 


have been tested in Southern 
California for several months, 
Wanlass said. Officials at a 
fast-food operation in Santa 
Monica said the 11 motors test-' 
ed at the establishment since 
February resulted in a 20 per 
cent power savings.

Well Cap 
Prospects 
Improve 


STAVANGER, Norway-(AP) 


— Gale winds and high seas 
were subsiding in the North Sea 
southwest of Norway today, 
improving prospects for a team 
of U.S. "well-killers" to try to 
cap the runaway oil well in the 
EkoFisk field. 


Meanwhile, the first blowout 


in Norway's offshore oil field 
was developing into a major is- 
sue-in the fall general election. 
The oil companies were worried 
that the minority Labor govern- 
ment would cancel plans for test 
drilling off northern Norway to 
begin next year. 


fexans Boots Hansen and 


Richard Hattenberg, well-cap- 
ping experts who work for 
veteran oilwell firefighter Red 
Adair, waited for good weather 
aboard the-pipe-laying barge 
Choctaw. 


The barge was near the 


drilling platform Bravo, on 
which the wellhead has been 
spewing oil and gas BO feet or 
more into the air since the 
blowout Friday night during 
maintenance operations. 


A fireboat continued to pump 


water on the rig to prevent a 
spark from igniting the oil 
geyser.

Violations of the proposed 


law, authored by Rep. Dale E. 
Kildee (D-Detroit),.would carry 
fines of up to $50,000 and 
imprisonment of up to 20 yeas. 


"The pervasiveness of por- 


nography — all types of por. 
nography — is of major concern 
to parents, community leaders' 
and all citizens interested in the

White last week granted a 


motion for summary judgment 
by the defense, which dis- 
misses the case. Defendants in 
the suit were the Village of 
Baroda, its council members 
and president, the village 
building inspector, and the 
developer. 


White ruled that a new zon- 


ing ordinance passed by the 
village council which permits 
mobile home parks is valid, 
and there was therefore no 
basis for the suit. The plaintiffs 


in the action were Samuel 
Somora Jr..-Edwin Rath, Fred 
Oonnell. Jean Jasper, and 
Surah Cox. 


The suit' sought a judgment 


from the court declaring that a 
building permit allowing cons- 
truction was illegal and asked 
a writ of mandamus ordering 
the village to enforce a local 
ordinance which had banned 
mobile home parks within the 
village. 


The suit was filed last Oc- 


tober, when the village's or- 
dinance 
prohibited 
mobile 


home parks. But in December 
the council amended the or- 
dinance to permit 
mobile 


homes in specified 
areas. 


White nek! the new ordinance 
was valid, noting the state 
Supreme Court has ruled that 
municipalities cannot toally 
exclude mobile home parks.

Hybrid 'walleyes may become an important part of the 


southwestern Michigan inland lakes fishery within a few years. 


Natural reproduction among regular walleyes is minimal in 


'area lakes, and planting efforts with frys hasn't created a:walleye 


fishing boom because survival among the liny fish is very; tow. 


But there are'Indications hybrid muskies can produce a good 


fishery: Experiments by federal and slate biologists in Ohio last 
year show that walleyes can be raised in hatcheries to six-inch 
flngerlings — a size where survival after planting greatly 


The key to the success of the hybrid walleye program is that the 


fish eat pellets in hatcheries. Generally, walleyes in hatcheries 
survive only on live food — a diet wh,fch is much too expensive for 
mass production. 


Jim Copeland and his staff at Wolf Lake Fish'Hatchery in Van 


Bureh county, along with other biologists elsewhere, have been try- 
ing to raise pure walleyes on pellets without "encouraging results." 
results." 


Copeland is so impressed with the hybrid walleye — a cross 


between a regular walleye and a sauger — that he is after some 
eggs for'experiments at Wolf Lake. 


r And the discovery of the hybrid could prove to be a timely 
because Michigan is now renovating its hatchery system to greatly 
increase production of warmwater species. 


About M million in improvements are scheduled for Wolf Lake. 


Work is also slated on the Marquette, Oden, Thompson, Plate 
River and Harrietta hatcheries. 


The overall hatchery renovation program will allow for the 


production of 160,000 pounds of warmwater fish or approximately 
.two million fingerling walleye, bass, pike, muskies and other 
species. 


:•• Also, coldwater fish production will reach an estimated 860,000 
.pounds or about 10.5 million yearlings and 3 to 5 million fingerling 
; trout and salmon: 
j "Substantial increases in warmwater game fish production will 
• be possible through renovation — a 10-fold increase, in fact," says 
-: Department of Natural Resources fisheries chief John Scott. "This 
" will be felt chiefly in production of walleye flngerlings for our 


inland lakes, streams and Great Lakes bays.

PAW PAW — The Paw Paw 


village council last night gave 
its engineering firm permission 
to proceed with an .application 
for a Step 2 (design) grant for 
an area vvastevvater treatment 
system. 


The design grant is the second 


step in a three step process 
which could eventually lead to a 
$3 million sewer system in parts 
of the village, and Paw Paw and 
Waverly townships. 


According to James Mshar of 


the Grand Rapids engineering 
firm of WiLiams and Works, the 
first step, a facilities plan, is 
nearly complete. Originally, the 
proposed system also included 
parts of Antwerp township, and 
was expected to cost about $9 
million. 


But Mshar said the scope of 


the project 
has now been 


whittled down so that it includes 
about ?00 homes',l<bout 480 in 
the village and Paw Paw 
township and the remainder in 
southern Waverly township. 


Areas in the village that are 


included are the Cook sub- 
division; the area immediately 
south of the Decker subdivision; 
and the area in the immediate 
vicinity of Lake View Com- 
munity hospital. 


Under the present federal, 


program, wjiich expires in Oc- 
tober, up to 65 per cent of the 
wastewater treatment costs are 
grant eligible. Mshar said that 
since (he Paw Paw area system 


. plans won't meet the October 


deadline, any work will hinge on 
Congress renewing the funding. 


If 
the 
design 
grant 
is 


approved, the next step would • 
be a grant for actual construc- 
tion. Mshar indicated that work 
probably could not begin until 
the fall of 1978. 


The_ cost to an individual

sewer to his property line is ex- 
pected to be under $2,500, the 
engineer said.

The brutal fact is that none of 


the existing enforcement agen-

All the agencies ordinarily do 


is to sue a company to correct 
its overall practices for the fu- 
ture or in flagrant cases, to 
punish it for the past. Only 
rarely will-you-—"ordinary con- 
sumers with autos or appliances 
that don't work — get refunds. 


Historically, the warranty law 


developed in-such a way as to 
protect 
manufacturers 
and 


sellers beciiusu they had the 
best lobbyists and -skilled 
lawyers. As a result, obstacles 
are now deeply embedded in the 
law which may make it even 
harder for you to get relief if a 
product doesn't work and the 
company doesn't honor its 
warranty. (1) The retailer is 
allowed to "disclaim" (transla- 
tion: get out of) even the basic 
promise., that the product is 
reasonably fit for, its intended 
purpose. You may be .required

bulky item to'a manufacturer 
located far away before the 
warranty is ^honored.
